It is difficult to state precisely the total number of 
man available to the Qo—swiiat regime, because this number is 
not a stable on* but varies as the situation demands. M e w r ■ 
the leas, some rough calculations are possible. The Albanian 
state la today organised into ten prefectures, 50 sub-prefectures, 
and 200 so-called localities. In each or electoral seat there 
is a battalion of 800-1,000 men, 120-150 gendanws, and 30-100 
police, la each aub-prefecturai seat there are 170-200 sol- 
diers, 20-30 gendarmes, and AO-50 police. In each locality 
the Government maintains from $ to 10 anted men. TO these 
must be added two divisions distributed along ths dbanUnr 
Greek border and one division along the Tugoalav frontier, 
as well as the frontier police, naval personnel, foresters, 
customs police, and the OUT (People’s Security Division)* 

Such a calculation yields a total of 70,000-65,000 armed men.
